THE FORTY-NINTH. 


Complexion of the Next Congress—Some of 


the Elect. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Wasnineton, September 15.—The indications are, 
as diagnosed by the experienced observers here, that 
the forty-ninth Congress, be rts political complexion 
what it may, will probably be astronger and more 
thoroughly representative body thain the one elected 
two yearsago. There are gymerous reasons for 
this conclusion., First, perhapé,is the law of chance. 
It is pretty nearly certain that the next House can 
not be precisely the same as the present, and it 
seems impossible that it should change for the 
worse. Another reason is that members of both 
parties have seen the necessity this year of putting 
their ablest men in the fleld in order to have their 
sid, moral and material, in the national struggle, 
The consequence is that the men nominated on both 
sides, as a rule, average much better than those 
nominated two years ago. The result was thens 
surprise to many people. In large numbers of 
districts where the nominations were supposed to be 
mere empty honors, the candidates so chosen were 
elected. Had the party so selecting the men, for 
defeat as they supposed, had any thought that their 
candidates were likely to be successful they would 
have chosen better men. Warned by the exper- 
iences of last election, and urged by the necessities 
of the national campaign, they have in both parties 
put forward, so far as possible, their best men. 
The result will be, it is believed, a very material 
improvement over the present Congress. There are 
a few cases where excellent men -have voluntarily 
retired, as is the fact in the cases of Messrs. Wash- 
burne of Minnesota: George of Oregon; Miller of 
Pennsylvania and a few others, but as men 
have been named to succeed most of them, the loss 
will not bé serious. A study of the nomination 
aiready thade shows that the chances are decidedly 
in favor of an improved condition of affairs in the 
next House. While alarge number of the worth- 
less ‘‘sticks * have been dropped out, many of 
best men in that body have been nominated, 
many others of national reputation have been 
named to take the places of those retiring. Nota 
few members of former Congresses, who. were in 
the present House, haye been nomi 
What the complexion of the next House will be of 
course cannot foretold, though that the Republic- 
ans should overcome the present large majority 
seems hardly probable. Among the men of more 
than average ability already named for the next 
House are Reed and Dingley of Maine; Lymaa 
Rice and Rockwell of Massachusetts; Randall o 
Pennsylvania: McAdoo and Phelps in New Jersey; 
Holton and McComas in Maryland; Tucker and 
Barbour of Virginia; Aiken, Tiliman and Dibbie of 
North Carolina; Forney, Herbert and Oates of- 
Alabama; Regan of Texas; Clardy, Bland, O Neill, 
Hatch and Barnes of Missouri; Follett, Butterwirth, 
Paige and Foran of Ohio; Davis and Hitt of Ulinois;

CIVIL SERVICE. 


Methods of Distributing the Spoils in Ger- 
many and China. 
; By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Wasaincton, September 15.—The great amount of 
talk caused this year over tke effects of the Civil 
Service Law in regard to the politics of the office- 
holder and his right to take an interest in this ques- 
tion, calls attention to the relation of Civil Service 
laws in other countries to the politics of these coun- 
tries. In Germany, where the Civil Se#vice System 
is one of long standing, Prinee Bismarck quite re- 
cently, after much deliberation and study of the sit- 
uation, reversed the rules with regard to politics, 
and, Instead of leaving the officials free to choose 
their own course, as had heretofore been the case, 
announced that thereafter all officers of the Govern- 
ment would be expected to support its measures, by 
* voting only for Government candidates. An an- 

nouscement from such source is of course consid 
ered equal to a command, andthe impression pre 
, vails that the fellow in affice who fails tofollow the 
course indicated, will, some fine’ morning, find his 
place filled by somebody else who knows how to 
electioneer as well as vote right. And all this, tgo, 
over a much smaller question of salary than here. 
‘The salaries paid in the German Civil Service are very 
sinell. The great majority of them range from 
$500 elas year, and very few of them get. up 
as high as $1,500 per year. Besides this the rules as 
‘to education and other requirements are much more 
strict than in this country. Each applicant is re- 
quired to have a colleziate education as a condition 
= to the original examination. He must 
also some special training for the position into 
which he is to enter. And then, on so entering, he 
ts about the salary of a scrub woman in one of the 
ments here gets. There are some advantages, 
however, over our system, notabiy a promotion by 
merit from one grade to another in a manner more 
satisfactory than by our new and crude law, tenure 
of office eng | er behavior, and a system of pen- 
Sions in case isability after a certain term in of- 
‘fice.

TO FOLLOW FOLGER. 


Assistant-Secretary Coon Put in Temporary 
Charge of the Treasury Portfolio. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Wasnineron, D. O., September 15.-- The belief is 
quite general herg that the President will appoint 
Gen. George F. Sharpe of New York as Secretary of 
the Treasury. Gen. Sharpe was Marshal of the 
District of New York under Gen. Grant, has had a 
good deal of financial experience as a banker, and 
is a gentleman well thought of in New York and 
Washington. where he is well known. Whether he 
is the man of commanding ability who ought to be 
made the head of a great department is uncertain, 
He is, however, a warm personal friend of the Presi- 
dent, and, as such, will be the more acceptable as a 
member of the official family. 

“A Secretary of the Treasury, or, indeed, any 
head of department,” said an old official of the De- 
partment of Justice, talking to your correspondent, 
“ought to be not only a man of commanding ability, 
but at the same time one that the President s0 re- 
gartis that he may make him a member of his of- 
ficial family. The members of the Cabinet come 
very near to the President. They meet him twice a 
week, or oftener, for the purpose of consulting with 
him on the management of the affairs intrusted to 
him, and there must be the utmost confidence be- 
tween them.” 

Should Gen. Sharpe be chosen to this position it 
would leave vacant a most important place, which 
he was recently appointed to fill, that of head of the 
South American Commission. Congress, at the last 
session, it will be remembered, authorized the ap- 
pointment of a commission, composed of three men, 
to visit the countries of Central and South America, 
and make inquiries-and open negotiations look- 
ing to nearer commercial relations between the 
United States and them. Gen. Sharpe was appoint- 
ed the head of this commission. It is suggested 
here that should his acceptance of the position as 


head of the Treasury make’ a new appointment 
necessary, perhaps the position may be tendered to 
Mr. Hinton Rowan Helper, the author of the “Three 
Americas’ Railway” project, through whose earnest 
labors the act authorizing this appointment became 
adaw, 


A Temporary Arrangement.

The Republicans and Greenbackers 
Making Painful Progress.

Brown Takes the Lead in the Ninth District, 
and Why--John G. Priest on the National 
Situation—Political Notes. 


The tide is at present in favor of R. B. Brown as & 
candidate for the Republican nominativn in the 
Ninth Congressional District, and there seems to be 
no reasonable ground for Mr. Brown to apprehend 
defeat, provided he does not manifest a disposition 
to run the. canvass on an economical ba- 
sis. Dr. McLean, as has been several times 
stated, had the call on the nomination, 
provided he would positively declare himself a can- 
ditate and provided he would conduct himself and 
his race ina manner consistent with that of two 
years ago. In aspirit of contidence the doctor twice 
notified the managers of the Republican machine 
in one or two of the principal wards of the district 
that he had taken ail necessary observations 
and. had determined to run. Twice 
did they, in obedience to this signal, put the ma- 
shinee? in motion to grind him out a nomination, 
and twice were they called upon to halt and wait a 
littie till‘he gave the matter further study. Mean- 


‘while he was hearing all sorts of reports, many fa- 


vorable and many otherwise, among them being the 
very frequent assurance that if he got the 
nomination there would be an independent candi- 
date in the field ~to ruin him. When he put on the 
brakes the last time the ward workers got angry, 
and began to indulge in some profanity at this seem- 
ing disposition to ‘make monkeys” of them, The 
fact was patent that while they were dickering with 
the doctor other operators were getting in their work 
on Mr. Brown. and there was a growing p of 
the pie going tothe wrong crowd. ‘The result was 
inevitable. The men who a couple of weeks ago 
were declaring that nobody but Dr. McLean had any 
chance, are almost unanimous in the assertion that 
not only is Dr. McLean not a candidate, but that 
he could not get the nomination if he were. The

TOWARD MR. BROWN, 

while in commercial Republican circles there is no 
other. candidate talxed. of.. On Saturday a report 
was given circulation that the Republican party of 
the district isto be divided into two factions again 
by the revival of the Cavender committee, which 
will call primaries and a convention independently 
of the committee which claims regularity. 

Mr. George Reynolds, who more than 
any other man, contributed to.the organization of 
the Cavender committee, says there is no founda- 
tfon whatever for any report ofa split, as every- 
thing indicates one convention and one candidate. 
Cavender is out of the city, and so far as Mr. Reyn- 
olds is informed, no such plan as that above men- 
tioned is contemplated. Mr. J. C. Orvick. one of 
the leading members of the Cavender committee, 
says that the report that the committee intends to 
take action or to complicate niatters in any 
way, is newstohim,as no such project has been 
discussed by the members, so far as he is informed. 

THE EIGHTH DISTRICT 
Republican Congressional Committee has decided to 
deiay the nomination of a candidate no longer, and 
rimaries and convention have been ordered. 
ohn Wahl is still being strongly urged to 
go into the race, but is nolding back, and Hon, H. 
L. Rogers is not being pushed very hard, but is more 
Willing to enterthe fight than Mr. Wahl. The ob- 
jections against Mr. Rogers’ candidacy are thuse of 
expediency. It is argued that Mr. Rogers, as State 
Senator, voted in favor of the sub- 
mission of the Prohibition amendment, and 
that this of itself would be fatal 
to him in a district where the hnti-Prohibition ele- 
ment is asstrong as in the Eighth. True to their 
rinciples of claiming everything that is going, the 
jreenvbackers are urging that Frank Suilivan, the 
Greenback candidate of two years ago be indorsed by 
the Republicans, and that no Republican nomination 
be made. This proposition is being very indignantly 
discussed by the anti-Prohibition element. who have 
refused tofuseto apy great extent owing tothe 
equivocal position the fusion gubernatorial candi- 
date has assumed on what they regard as the most 
important question of tue campaign, They regard 
this proposition asa confirmation of Mr. McGinnis’ 
declaration that the only. principle on which 
the Greenbackers of Missouri are held together now 
is the principal of political loot. There is, therefore, 
very little probability that Mr. Sullivan wiil be made 
the Fusion candidate. As the case now stands Wahl 
can have the nomination if he will agree to run, and 
if he does not, Mr. Sessinghaus. will probably be 
asked to take it, in which case he will accept.

He declared that he would not, as he did 
not think that those questions had any place in the 
State campaign. In this declaration was very 
positive. A few moments .later he went, with a 
number of members of the Greenback committee to 
Central Turner Hall, where the Republican State 
Executive Committee was enraged «in discussing 
a banquet, and where Charlie Schweickhardt, chair- 
man of the St. Louis Association of Saloon Keepers, 
had prepared something of a orp for him, 
Before Mr. Ford’s arrival Schweickhardt publicly 
and earnestly declared that, no matter what repre- 
sentations might be made to them, he ana 
his brethren would . not only re- 
fuse to sunecrt Ford but would 
actively oppose him, unless he consented to aban- 
non his equivocal position and to make a positive 
anti-Prohivition deciaration.

Dear Sin—I observe that certain newspapers are 
making, or rather insinuating the absurd charge 
that you own, or had owned $150,000 of the Little 
- Rock and Ft. Smith railroad honds and that you had 
in some way obtained them as a gratuity. The en- 
terprise of building the Little Rock and Fort Smith 
railroad was undertaken in 1869 by a company of 
Boston gentlemen of whom I was myself one, The 
bonds of the road were put upon the market in this 
city on what was deemed very 
to the purchaser. They were sold largely. through 
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worth of the bonds on precisely the same terms that 
every other buyer received, paying for them in in- 
stallments running over a considerable period, 
just as others did. The transaction was perfectly 
open and there was no more secrecy in regard to it 
than if you had been buying flour or sugar. I am 
sure you nev¢r owned a bond of the road that you 
did not pay for at the market rate.

Some Figures Which Indicate That 
the Practice Obtains in ; 
America. 


Statistical Account of This Year’s Tobacco 
Crop—Where and in What Quantities it is 
Raised—Its Importance asa Revenue Pro- 
ducer — Eight Pounds Per Capita, all 
Around—Facts and Figures. 


By Tetegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Wasuinoeton, September 15,—The announcemestt 
by the statistician of the Department of Agricul- 
ture that the tobaccocrop of this country promises 
to be larger and better than ever before, calls atten- 
tion to the remarkable extent of this industry in 
this country. The area in which tobaceo raising 
may be profitably carried on, has increased greatly 
in the past few years, or, at least, thé areain which 
it has been found to be profitable. While Kentucky 
has been counted the great tobacco fleld of the 
country, it isnow found that Southern Ohbiois a 
very valuable auxiliary tothat State. Among the 
hilis in the southern portion of Obio are now grow- 
ing some of the finest qualities of tobaceo found in 
the United States. InSouthern Indiana and Illinois 
tobacco growing is becoming extremely profitable. 
In the eastern portion of the country, Virginia, 
Weat Virginia, North Carolina and Maryland, are 
one great tobacco field, while Connecticut's ‘“‘seed- 
leat” retains its prominent value as a leading crop 
in that State. The tobacco cropof this country, 
which in 1864 was but 197,000,000 pounds, promises 
in 1884 to be between 600,000,000 and 700,000,000 
pounds, or more than three times that of twenty 
years ago. The acreage, which in 1864 was 239,826, 
has jumped up to nearly 700,000, whiie the value of 
the crop, which in 1864 was $30,000,000, will proba- 
bly reach $45,000,000 or $50,000,000 in 1834. 

THESE FIGURES 
are, it is claimed by experts, considerably below the 
actual facts as it has been demonstrated that re- 
turns of production of tobacco, which bears a heavy 
tax, are uniformly under estimates in fact,in ac- 
cord with the experience of all Governments with 
respect to the voluntary statistical returns of taxed 
products. In addition to the 600,000,000 pounds 
of tobacco raised in this country, the imports of the 
present year will makea total of about twelve 
pounds per head for the entire population of the 
country. It is proper to add, however, in this con- 
nection, that, of the 600,000,000 pounds grown in this 
country. from 230,000,000 to 240,000,000 will probably 
be exported, leaving the total for home consump- 
tion something less than 400,000,000 pounds, or about 
eight pounds per head fur the entire population, 
Tne value of mpertes tobacco amounts annually 
to about $12,000,000, which adding to it the $8,.000,- 
000 of duty .which this imported article pays, brings 
the total price paid for it by the consumers of this 
country, up to $20,000,000. This sum, of course, 
nearly,or quite doubles by the time the article reaches 
the consumer in the form of imported cigars. 
Of the 600,000,000 pounds of tobaceo grown in this 
country $00,000,000 will be manufactured into chew- 
ing and smoking tobacco and snuff. The number of 
MANUFACTORIES 

in the country are to be counted by thousands. The 
tobacco manufactories proper are about 1,000, but 
of ar manufactories the number reaches more 
than. 16,000. New York and Pennsylvania have 
each about 4,000; Illinois and Ohio, about 1,500 
each; none of the other States reaching in number 
as high as 1,000. These cigar manufactories made 
over 3,000,000,000 of ares in the fiscal year just 
ended and about 750,000,000 of cigarettes, or 
cigars and cigarettes alone the amount of 

used is about 75,000,000 ae ey annually, while for 
chewing tobacco and snuff, the total used reaches 
only 200,000,000 pounds, Indeed, the total amount

The Committees in Charge Make Very En- 
couraging Keports. 

Although the facts will not be developed fully un- 
til this afternoon when the committee will meetat 
the Mercantile Club, enoygh is already known 
to warrant the statement that the 


illumination boom is now in the high tide 
of success, and that the giorious feature of 
the Fair weeks of 1882 and 1888 will be repeated this 
year. This statement does not imply the fact that 
allthe necessary money has been collect and 
must not be considered as an intimation to such as 
have not yet come down with their subscriptions 
that there is mo necessity for them todoso. The 
behef that the illumination will certainly come off 
is based upon the knowledge that the success which 

canvassers have met with thus 
far is such as to promise that 
when they have finished their call, they will 
have accumulated the required amount of money, 


There is still 

MUCH TO BE DONE, 
however, and early this morning, the Canvassing 
Committees were at work calling upon the business 
men in their respective districts, and working them 
up to a proper cperotetion of the benefits to be de- 
rived fromm the illumination. This was found to be 
comparatively easy work, as the pulse of the whole 
city been aroused in the matter and the idea of 
allowing any falling off from the accomplishments 
of previous years is, by general consent, not to be 
allowed in this year of the great Exposition. At 
one of the places where Mr. Joseph Specht called 
this morning he was greeted by the proprietor with 
the remark, “Well, I suppose you are here 
collecting for the illumination again this year.” 
This is the kind of opening which usually sends a 
cold chill down the back of the unprofessional can- 
vasser and Mr. Specht prepared to overwhelm nis 
host with arguments calculated to arouse his public 
spirit. Before he could begin the gentleman drew a 
piece of paper from his desk and handed it over 
with the remark, ‘That's all I can do this year, Joe.” 
Mr. Specht’'s face brightened considerably as he 
glanced at the check and remarked, ‘Why, Mr. ——- 
that is $25 more than we got from you last year."\

From the circulars alone which were sent out 
to outside parties, who could not otherwise be easil 
reached, answers which swell the fund by §$2, 
have been received." Mr. Thompson, chairman of 
the committee, was equally sanguine, He said: 
“The work already accomplished by the committee 
makes the illumination a settled fact. There is still 
considerabie collecting to be done, but the results 
thus far show that the balance as 
will certainly be gathered in.”
